Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  upon  the  state  of  public 
health  in  the  Urban  District  during  1950. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  and  the  maternal  mortality 
rate  compared  favourably  with  that  of  the  country  generally. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  temporarily  exceeded  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 

There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  although  the  infection 
had  reached  a  high  endemic  level  elsewhere. 

The  reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Meat 
Inspector  have  been  incorporated.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT 

An  Urban  District  small  in  population  but  large  in  area 
in  that  part  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  which  borders 
Nottinghamshire,  with  an  ancient  history  and  many  old 
houses. 

The  District  is  mainly  agricultural  and  residential,  but 
there  are  some  miners  from  neighbouring  collieries  residing* 
in  the  town. 

The  land  is  mainly  flat  and  low-lying  with  some  undula¬ 
tion  in  the  out-lying  parts — minimum  elevation  25  feet  and 
maximum  225  feet.  Drainage  is  to  the  River  Trent  via  (a) 
Paper  Mill  Dyke  from  the  west,  (b)  River  Torne  and  Goole 
Dyke  from  the  south-east  and  (c)  Dadsley  Wells  stream 
from  the  north.

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POPULATION 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at 
mid  year  1950  was  2,545  which  is  59  more  than  that  for  the 
previous  year. 

A  census  was  taken  in  1951  when  the  population  was 
2,550. 

BIRTHS 

There  were  44  live  births  (M.  9,  F.  35)  or  4  less  than 
the  previous  year,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  16-9  of  the  popula¬ 
tion.  The  provisional  estimate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15-8.  There  were  no  still  births  during  the  year. 

DEATHS 

27  deaths  from  all  causes  were  recorded  (M.  17,  F.  10) 
giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  10-6  compared  with  a  similar 
death  rate  of  11-6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death  rate 
for  1949  was  10-0. 

Since  the  Tickhill  population  is  adversely  affected  by  its 
age  and  sex  distribution  a  comparability  factor  of  0-89  is 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  adjustment  of  the 
crude  death  rate.  When  this  is  applied  the  adjusted  death 
rate  is  9-4  per  1,000  and  this  is  the  figure  which  should  be 
compared  with  the  national  one.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1950,  for  the 
thirteenth  year  in  succession. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age.  This  gives  a  rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  69-8  compared 
with  29-8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  live  births  in  the  period  1947/1950  have  numbered 
190  and  the  infant  deaths  5.  The  infant  death  rate  over  a 
four-year  period  was  thus  26*3  per  1,000  live  births. 
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SECTION  B 

CENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Ambulances 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  provides  ambulance 
facilities  in  the  district,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.  The  main  ambulance  depot  is  at 
Bentley,  near  Doncaster  (Telephone  :  Doncaster  49468) .  A 
sub-depot  is  established  at  Rossington  with  a  12-hour 
6-day  week  service. 

Conveyances  bringing  patients  home  from  hospital  are 
ordered  by  officers  of  the  Hospital  Board  and  are  obtained 
from  the  West  Riding  Depot  nearest  the  hospital.  Any 
question  relating*  to  this  should  be  taken  up  with  the  Almoner 
of  the  hospital  concerned. 

Nursing  Areas  and  Health  Visitors. 

Nurse  B.  Hill  is  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  District  and 
is  employed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Nurse  E.  Hawksworth,  5  Common  Lane,  Tickhill, 
combines  the  duties  of  district  nurse  and  midwife  for  the 
area.  She  is  employed  in  a  full-time  capacity  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

There  is  no  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
in  the  area.  The  nearest  centre  is  at  Bawtrv,  where  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday 
afternoons  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  every  Monday 
morning.  Ante-Natal  supervision  by  the  family  doctor  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  (i)  Water. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  now  on  supply  in  this 
area  is  700,  an  increase  of  18  on  1949  when  there  were  682. 
69  dwelling  houses  are  not  on  public  supply,  mainly  outlying 
farms  and  cottages  with  wells. 

The  public  supply  comes  from  the  Doncaster  and 
Tickhill  Joint  Water  Board  and  is  of  excellent  quality. 

No  shortage  of  water  was  reported  to  me  during  the 
year. 

139  yards  of  3  in.  water  main  were  laid  in  Wilsic  Road 
during  the  year. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered  except  in  the 
Lindrick  area,  which  is  too  low  to  be  drained  into  existing 
sewers. 

48  houses  in  the  area,  including  the  Lindrick  area,  are 
not  connected  to  sewers. 

The  sewage  works  are  modern  and  satisfactory, 
consisting  of  one  sedimentation  tank,  two  percolating  filters 
with  rotating  sprinklers  and  6  sludge  beds.  Provision  for 
storm  overflow  has  been  made  by  use  of  the  old  sewage 
works.  The  effluent  is  clear  and  inoffensive  and  has  never 
been  the  subject  of  complaint  from  the  River  Board. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  waterways  are  kept  clear  by  the  Trent  Drainage 
Board,  and  drains  leading  into  the  streams  are  connected 
to  the  sewers  where  possible.

(b)  Meat  &  Other  Foods. 

(Report  of  Mr.  J.  Bowett,  M.R.C.V.S.) 

Most  of  the  home-killed  meat  is  slaughtered  at  central 
abattoirs  (Doncaster  or  Maltby)  where  it  is  subject  to 
inspection  before  distribution.  Emergency  slaughters  ,arte 
carried  out  at  local  private  slaughter  houses  (of  which  there 
are  3)  after  due  notice  has  been  given.  208  visits  were  made 
to  shops  and  to  food-preparing  premises.  No  unsound  food 
was  found  or  seized.  The  quality  of  the  meat  and  food 
supply  on  arrival  and  in  the  shops  has  been  satisfactory.

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  four  notifications  of  tuberculosis  during  the 
year  :  two  respiratory  cases  (M.  aged  35  and  M.  aged  2), 
and  two  non-respiratory  cases  (M.  aged  3;  F.  aged  14). 

There  was  one  male  death  from  the  respiratory  type. 

At  the  end  of  1950  there  were  9  cases  (M.  5  ;  F.  4)  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis  remaining  on  the  register.  There 
were  also  6  cases  of  non-respiratorv  tuberculosis  remaining 
on  the  register — an  increase  of'  one  case  over  the  previous 
year.
